Two laws passed at the 1917 ses­ 
sion will have a bearing upon the 
granting of annual aid to all public 
schools for the present school year. 
Reference is made to the teaching 
of patriotism, chapter 108. and to the 
display of the American flag, chapter 
6 I «>. 
The spirit 
and purpose of both 
this. pets is to he carried out in good 
faiili and will be made a uniform con­ 
dition for the granting of aid to the 
public schools. 
Superintendents and 
principals are directed to bring this 
to the attention of teachers and of 
school boards. 
Applications for a n ­ 
nual aid will require a statement by 
the teacher, the superintendent and 
the school hoard that th*- conditions 
given in the statutes have been met. 
It will be apparent to all loyal and 
patriotic citizens that this is not a 
mere attempt to have the letter and 
form of a statute observed or to seek 
out a reason for withholding grants of 
"tate funds. 
The motive is to make 
certain that children in the public 
chooIs are being trained in the ele- 
'.lents of American citizenship and 
that the ideals and alms and under­ 
lying purposes of our government, 
our country's history, and th** re- 
- possibility of the citizen are being 
made a part of the child's training 
and growth iii character.
